Budd Hopkins response expresses both 
his skepticism and belief, "I'm so 
skeptical that I find it beyond me to deny 
the possibility of anything." 


In this very well investigated, resear¬ 
ched and documented book which involved 
psychologists, radiologists, chemists, 
hypnotists and medical practitioners, we 
are asked to believe the unthinkable ... 
that genetic interbreeding with humans is 
high on the priorities of some UFOnauts. 

Author Hopkins, known best for his 
nonfiction best seller, Missing Time , 
finds a pattern in the many abduction 
cases detailed in that book for events in 
the life of Kathie Davis, her two sons, 
her parents, friends and neighbors. 1) 
Enforced Amnesia apparently from post¬ 
hypnotic suggestion which actually threat¬ 
ened human life. 2) Missing Time after- 
percipient sighted a UFO or the occupant 
of one. 3) Subjects of Experiments includ¬ 
ing flesh samples scooped out, electronic 
tagging with a metal ball inserted into 
sinus bones, laporoscopy examinations of

uterus and ovaries, sexual removal of ova 
for extra uterine fertilization, male 
sperm removal and rape, artificial insem¬ 
ination of women and removal of fetus (not 
full term) for raising in an artificial 
womb in space, and studies of human 
mothers' reaction to seeing their 
kidnapped half-alien offspring so aliens 
could learn the value of loving nurturing. 

Data is amassed which indicates that 
Kathie Davis and many other women who pass¬ 
ed psychological screening tests, under 
hypnosis, recalled being artificially impr¬ 
egnated by. aliens on several occasions, 
having the fetus removed each time to be 
raised by the alien Father and tiny 
humanoid nurses. 

The aliens, who did not carry on 
scientific observations in a detached and 
harmless way despite Stephen Spielberg's 
ET movie concepts, were small, lacking 
human muscle development, light grey in 
color with hairless and leathery skin. 
Their foreheads seemed high, their noses 
virtual slits, their mouths tiny and 
lipless, and their eyes slanting, huge, 
black and liquid with no apparent pupils. 

The half human - half alien offspring 
were slightly larger than the aliens. 
Their skin ranged from a dull pink to a 
scaly grey: their facial features from 
baby doll cute to "so ugly I had to keep 
staring against my will." Infant half- 
bred girls had some musculature over more 
pronounced bone structure and sparse but 
long, straight hair. Mature half-bred 
women had breasts but no pubic hair and 
sparse cranial hair. Mature male half- 
breeds were shorter than human men, much 
thinner and had downy short hair. The 
only male child was described as fine 
skinned, with a head as large as an apple 
and a face as soft as a marshmallow. 

The two and a half years of research 
was worth it. The book is beautifully and 
clearly written and the narrative unfolds 
like a mystery novel. John Schroeder 
recommends purchase or borrowing 
INTRUDERS: The Incredible Visitation At 
Copley " Woods for its comprehensive view of 
data supporting the "good guys and bad 
guys theory of outer space visitation" 
even if you do not agree with Budd 
Hopkins' four conclusions: 

1. Hybridization is a high priority for¬ 
al ien cultures. (Pg 193-194) 

2. The purpose of insertion of foreign 

objects in the bodies of human 

abductees is unknown. (Pg 201-202) 
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3. Emotionless aliens have allowed hybrid 
infants to die for lack of maternal 
care and affection. (Pg 107) 

4. Abductions seem to start early, be 
serial in nature, and even familial in 
selection of alien abductees. (Pg 198)

UFOS AND PARAPSYCHOLOGY

Many years ago, Dr. Peter Phillips, 
who headed the McDonnell Psychical Lab at 
Washington University, said that to 
understand the UFO phenomena, we would 
have to understand parapsychology. Tom 
Richards spoak to us on the results of the 
SORRAT experiments. He showed films of 
movements in sealed, tamper proof 
isolation boxes. 'Objects moved, leather- 
rings linked, and a member of the audience 
passed a picture showing a pen suspended 
in the air. 

People put questions and self address¬ 
ed stamped envelops in an isolation box or 
2 













roan located in Tom Richards' basement. 

The envelops come in the regular mail, 
usually with someone else's question. 
This mixing up of questions enabled people 
to connect and learn other aspects of the 
ongoing activity. 

In the preface of SORRAT: A Hi story Of 
The Neihardt Psychokinesis Experiments , 

1961-1981, Dr. Richards states that the 
late Dr. John G. Neihardt formed the 
Society for Research on Rapport and Tele¬ 
kinesis (SORRAT) in 1961. Meetings were 
usually held at his home, Skyrim Farm, 
near Columbia, Missouri. Members of the 
SORRAT groups met at Skyrim on October 31. 

After dark-, people began to gather at 
Skyrim; some had not seen each other for 
ten years. The session began in the study 
with the lights out. A TV tray sat 
towards the west end of the ring of 
people. Those closest to the tray were 
invited to place their hands on top of the 
tray. After awhile, people switched 

places so that Alice Thompson, Neihardt's 
daughter, was in a position to place her 
hands on the table. I heard taps like 
rhythms, a single tap for yes, a double 
for no and sequences which were counted to 
indicate letters of the alphabet. 

When counting, the taps spelled 
"box". The lights went on, the sealed box 
containing ground coffee, three cubes of 
different sizes and materials was check¬ 
ed. At least two cubes were in different 
positions and there was an a "D" was 
etched in the coffee in the middle of the 
box. This box sat on the top of a glassed 
front shelving unit in the living room, 
adjacent to the study. 

The group reconvened in the study. 

The noises moved across the study and out 
into the living room. it was easier to 
see the TV tray with Alice Thompson's 
hands on the top, moving around and going 
out the door onto the porch. In the 
moonlight, Thompson's movements with the 
TV tray were visible. The table came down 
the steps by rotating a leg or set of legs 
to the next steps, kind of scooting the 
legs to reach the edge. Some of the 
movements from step to step was rapid, 
while other at other times, the movement 
would be slower. 

When the TV tray tapped out T-R-E-E, 
p-O-W-E-R, E-A-R-T, someone said "earth" 
and a single tap against the tree trunk 
indicating "Yes" ended the activity. 
Members of the group called for Tom 
Richards to place his hands on the TV 
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tray. Movement took the group up the 
steps, onto the porch and into the living 
room with Thompson being the one who 
continuously kept her hands on the top of 
the TV tray. 

I asked Tom Richards how to ask a 
question and whether we could try to get 
images off the television onto Berthold 
Schwartz' video camera. No single tap was 
heard, but the TV tray stayed in the 
vicinity of the TV. We turned it to 
channel 3 and Dr. Schwartz sat in the 
chair in front of the TV. The TV tray 
tilted toward the TV, jostling it from all 
sides. The fuzz faded and conversation 
faded in and out. Dr. Schwartz' camera 
stopped working. 

Wnen the lights were on, a plant on a 
table next to the front door vibrated. 
While observing this, members of the group 
reported vibrations in the floor. I 
perceived this vibration to be similar to 
the vibrations I felt as we sat earlier in 
the darkened study. Later, I noticed the 
same type of movement in a plant when I 
stood to move one knee and when Tom 
Richards walked across the living room in 
front of the table. 

Tom Richards asked if I had any ideas 
for some experiments. Since I am an 
investigator and report observations and 
experiences, I would like to invite some 
researcher to design and execute such an 
experiment.

THE STRANGERS 

By Joan H. Laurino 

In order to appreciate Mrs. Martha 
Throne's amusing conversation with three 
unusual strangers, it must be known that 
Mrs. Throne and her husband, Ernest, 
experienced a UFO abduction on the night 
of October 30, 1977. In short, the 
elderly couple, (Martha was at age 69) 
were coming home from their granddaught¬ 
er's wedding in Oakdale, California. They 
had left the reception early to avoid driv¬ 
ing into the lights of oncoming traffic. 
Just as they reached the eight mile, 
four-lane divided portion of Highway 108, 
between Oakdale and Sonora, they were 
intercepted by an egg-shaped flying craft 
which engulfed their car in a blue mist. 
The time was 7:30 p.m. The car lights 
went out, the engine stopped and the car 
jerked violently backwards and seemed to 
go "somewhere." The next thing Martha 
remembers is lying on a gurney in strange 
surroundings with several alien beings who 
examined her about the head. Earnest was 
left in the car apparently under suspended 
animation. 

MUFON's investigation of the case 
turned positive. The two wrist watches 
worn by the couple were examined by NASA 
and found to be heavily magnetized. Each 
watch had been fused together at 7:30 and 
are irreparable. The car was a mess and 
also never ran properly even after 
repeated overhauls. 


It was on October 11 and 12, 1986, 
that Martha Throne and I attended the 
Sonora MUFCM Symposium held at the Sonora 
Fairgrounds. The Unidentified Friendly 
People incident occurred at approximately 
1:30 in the afternoon on October 11. 

Martha was seated near the UFO 
exhibits in back of the auditorium when 
she noticed a tall, extremely slender 
middle-aged woman dressed in white, alone 
and browsing around the exhibits. The 
woman appeared very mysterious. Martha 
watched her carefully then decided to go 
outside. 

Once outside, she met some people and 
started a pleasant conversation until it 
was interrupted by a couple who approached 
from the back of the building. An 
immediate conversation ensued and one that 
Martha wi11 never forget! 

The gentleman was of medium height, 
white American and fairly handsome. He 
had brown hair and his blue eyes were 
complemented by his light blue shirt. He 
wore dark blue pants, black shoes and 
carried a camera which he used excessively 
as we will see. In general, he was well 
groomed and beautifully mannered. 
However, his "wife" was a riot! 

The husband introduced his wife who 
had a strange sounding name and asked 
permission if he could photograph the two 
ladies, to which Martha agreed. The 
little lady caught Martha's eye as she was 
most striking and unforgettable. She 
stood about ' 10" and was overly dressed 
for the hot day; wearing heavy linen-type 
garments consisting of a light brown 
blouse, dark brown skirt, heavy coat, 
brown jogging shoes and a full knapsack. 
Completing her attire, was a brown knitted 
cap with a stripped brown and white tassel 
which adorned her combed-back hair. The 
cap was slanted off to one-side and made 
her look adorable. She wasn't beautiful 
in a Vogue manner, but fascinating. You 
would look at her several times! Her 
"pixy-like" face had normal skin tone, but 
her eyes were literally round with very 
large pupils. Nevertheless, the lady's 
eye-catching appearance was not as unusual 
as when the conversation continued. 

Unable to speak English, the wife 
conversed in an unknown language; a 
strange language of very short, clipped 
words rapidly spoken. Yet, the most 
profound mystery lies in the realization 
that the wife fully understood everything 
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Martha Throne said or asked, but responded 
IN HER LANGUAGE. The husband translated 
her comments; however, the only direct 
response in English that the wife could 
say was either, “Oooooooh, yes" or 
"Oooooooh, no" and accompanied with hand 
gestures for emphasis. 

The twosome were extremely polite and 
affectionate nearly to embarrassment. The 
husband commented, "We are from Australia 
- we just got here - we followed the 
signs." Just arriving from Australia 
sounded a little peculiar to Martha, but 
she inquired, "Oh, you came by car then?" 
They avoided the question and Martha 
added, "Oh, you came by plane?" The man 
answered flatly, "No, we just followed the 
signs," which didn't make any sense out of 
this conversation. However, Martha calmly 
went along with this, figuring this 
reaction could be typical of Australians. 
Meanwhile, the couple maintained an 
extreme friendliness and loving attitude 
toward Mrs. Throne so she did not pursue 
the issue. 

At this point, they carefully 
emphasized how honored they were to meet 
Martha and what a wonderful person she 
is. They also seemed to know a lot about 
her. Martha was stymied. She did not 
know this couple from a bag of beans, nor 
their interest in her. Again, the gentle¬ 
man changed the subject and suggested more 
photographs be taken. "Oooooooh, yes", 
agreed the lady and flew her arms in the 
air. This time when Martha and the wife 
had their arms around each other, Martha 
felt an unusually thin body through all 
those heavy clothes, but she also 
experienced a strange peaceful feeling — 
the type of peace and goodwill very 
reminiscent of her 1977 UFO abductors! 
Martha loved the tiny lady and received a 
strong impression that she could be of 
alien origin; however, her conmon sense 
dismissed such hypothesis because another 
alien encounter couldn't repeat itself. 

That did it! Mrs. Throne was determin¬ 
ed to pin down their true whereabouts come 
HeTV' or high water. It did not work. The 
couple slyly wiggled out of Martha's ques¬ 
tions or reiterated the overworked, "We 
just arrived from Australia. We followed 
the signs", which by now sounded like a 
broken record, but a good means to avoid 
information. Martha now pursued in 
another direction. "Well, how do you know 
so much about me?" Again, no direct 
answer was given, but they seemed to know 


Martha's underlying motives. The conversa¬ 
tion became a comedy skit. She maintained 
composure and changed the subject again 
and asked pointedly, "Do you have UFO 
activity in Australia?" The wife got 
excited, jabbered and flew her hands up in 
the air and replied "Oooooooh, yes!" The 
man agreed and asked Martha if she believ¬ 
ed in the ships. "You bet I do." A smile 
crossed their faces. 

The final intrigue presented itself 
when the gentleman commented on Mrs. 
Throne's abduction. "We only pick people 
of high intelligence and psychic ability 
even if they have not been recognized in 
the world." He added, "We are so proud to 
meet you and glad to meet you, you'll 
never know." Martha was stunned by these 
words, but remained calm. She looked 
directly at both of them and inquired, 
"Why is it that some abductees get hurt 
and some do not?" The wife was quiet, the 
husband continued, "There are reasons for 
this." A moment of silence fell. Martha 
pursued no further questions. 

This provoking conversation lasted for 
about one half hour. The couple claimed 
to have arrived very far from "somewhere", 
yet they expressed no interest in the 
symposium nor the exhibits (they already 
know everything!) Their only interest was 
in Mrs. Throne and nothing else. 

The strangers now revealed a piece of 
information that Martha only knew. MUFON 
had scheduled a panel discussion of 
abductees for Sunday. The names of the 
abductees were not released in advance, 
but the strangers knew that Martha would 
be one of the panelist! She explained to 
them that all the panelists were to 
briefly outline their abduction encounters 
and to avoid detail which would result in 
disappointment to the paying audience. 
The couple listened intently, then the 
little wife jabbered excitedly; the man 
translated, "You tell your complete 
story! That's what the people want; 
that's what they come for!" Martha 
concurred wholeheartedly, but would rather 
follow MUFON rules. "Oooooooh, no," 
replied the wife and threw up her hands. 
"All right," the husband continued 
emphatically, "you bend the rules and tell 
your story. It's important to tell the 
complete abduction story. You will be of 
great help to the investigators in the 
future." 

The next day, during Sunday's panel 
discussion, Martha calmly and meticulously 
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narrated the entire abduction encounter of 
October 30, 1977. Her account ran about 

25 minutes and she was the most favored 
among the reporters and the audience 
al ike. 

Now the couple seemed anxious to leave 
and replied, "We have to go now." It was 
first assumed they were heading for the 
auditorium, but instead were leaving the 
premises. Martha inquired, "Wait a 

minute, aren't you going inside?" "Oh, 
no," the man answered, "We have to go 
now. We just came to meet with you." 
More hugs and kisses were exchanged, but 
for the second time, Martha sensed a 
feeling of peace, goodwill of someone she 
could trust. 

Embarrassing as^ the affectionate 
demonstrations were, Martha adored the 
unknown lady and her strange language, but 
the payoff was lurkifjj around the corner. 
When the couple began walking away, the 
tall skinny woman dressed in white 
re-appeared and sneaked behind. Keeping 
her head down, she turned toward Martha 
and said slyly, "There were three aliens 
among us today. Two women and a man. All 
right? There they were!" Wait a moment," 
Martha responded. "Are you psychic?" The 
woman repeated the identical excuse, "I've 
got to go now." Martha followed her in an 
attempt to continue the conversation and 
again the woman repeated,, "We've got to 
go now." This time the word "we've" was 
used. Although she was directly behind 
the couple, no one spoke. The husband and 
wife did turn aroundio smile and wave to 
Martha, saying, "We. are happy to have met 
youl We will help you all we can!" 
Martha's troublesome knee hampered her abi¬ 
lity to follow the strangers who scooted 
behind the building ahd out of sight. 

Upon entering t|je auditorium, a daze 
engulfed the little* white haired lady. 
The amusing conversation whirled and 
echoed throughout her mind. She became 
oblivious .to anyone near her, but the 
symposium continued as usual with little 
awareness of the hair-raising visitors. A 
feeling of isolation tugged gently at her 
heart; for amidst the scores of people, 
ufologists and investigators discussing 
the UFO subject and related matters there 
was no one who would attempt to fathom an 
alien encounter taking place right under 
their noses. Take it or leave it, 
something happened, and Martha stood alone 
to confront its reality. 

During this inopportune moment, 


newspaper reporter rushed up to Mrs. 
Throne with inquiries into the 1977 
abduction. The difficulty concentrating 
on the questions was immense and seemed 
cruel for her to have to relive a nine 
year old experience at this time. 
Nevertheless, Martha struggled through the 
interview and wished it would end quickly. 

That evening, during dinner, Mrs. 
Throne confided to me of meeting the 
bizarre and "strange son-of-a-guns" from 
Australia. The intimate details of the 
conversation were unmentioned, thus I 
thought nothing of it.
